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The alphabetical arrangement of infraspecific epithets in ‘Kew Index for 
1986’, which was compiled by computer for the first time, is misleading as it 
does not care of the name of upper rank of the epithet. These must be some 
fault in the plannig of data-file structure. Re-organization of data-files and 

softwares is desired to shape-up this Index much more useful. 
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
